Tobacco Road- Cricket 5/10. 3 pro- World Telegram 
& Sun, Post, Journal American- and 2 con- Times, Herald 
Tribune- filed on famed Jack Kirkland adaptation of Erskine 
Caldwell's novel, revived by David Moss, staged by Bill Penn 
with Skedge Miller, Honey Sanders,Sylvia Davis. Diverse 
views ranged from rave (WTS) to harsh pans, Affirmative 
side found play still believable inspite of its extravagances, 
Aston, WTS, lauded excellent production, admirable acting , 
brilliant direction, and remarkable effective set, as repul- 
sive as ever that will probably resume being a smash hit. 
Watts, Post, found play more interesting that distant memor - 
ies had made it, with a kind of dogged honesty and rough-hewn 
power that forces a grudging respect, done by an effective and 
helpful cast. McClain, Journal American, liked skillful pre- 
sentation by group of bright players and creators, thoughtfully 
produced, inventively directed with characters ringing true in 
individual scenes well written and played, Both negative voters 
panned script and production, Gelb, Times, in dialect noted that 
the play ain't hardly worth the effort of keeping alive no more 
in production so lifelike that , by gosh and by jeez, you're not 
bored much more than half the time, Kerr,Herald Tribune , 
blasted the combination of specious sociology and generally 
tedious hokum which can only make him wonder which is worse 
--economic conditions in the south or theatrical conditions in 
the north, The treu vulgarity of the play is it's pretense at 
seriousness, Herald Tribune man pointed out, 


La Ronde- Theatre Marquee -5/9. 1 pro- World Tele- 
gram & Sun- and 4 mild con- Times, Herald Tribune, Post, 
Journal American- filed on new translation of Arthur Schnit- 
zler 1902 play by Hans Weigert-Patricia Newhall, who also pre- 
sented it, with Newhall directing cast with Mindy Carson, John 
Anthony Zee, Alexandra Berlin, RickTobin, Jacqueline Bertrand. 
Sole pro voter Aston, WTS, raved over all 10 scenes,lewd and 
enjoyable, well-acted with lusty direction and inviting sets, Maj- 
ority approved of certain of the performances, especially Alex- 
andra Berlin but blamed translation and uneven acting for un- 
satisfying evening, Atkinson, Times, praised the elegant prod- 
uction which required dazzling brilliance in entire cast, but 
which is presented less piquant than comic, Kerr, Herald Trib- 
une, approved of 1/3 of daisy chain of sex with its many entranc- 
ing moments and characterizations, but translation leaves too 
many barren spots and lacks the verbal relief to refresh 
bout by bout. Herridge, Post, thought scenes unfortunately 
are not of equal interest with Carson, Berlin, Bertrand com- 
ing off particularly well, New version is more fun than earl- 
ier production seen at Circle inSquare in 1955 but it weakens 
author's original point. McClain, Journal American, vetoed 
it as an endless peep-show of players, uniformly excellent, 
that proved nothing.

EQUITY-LEAGUE TALKS: NYC Mayor Robert Wag- 
ner and NYC Labor Commissioner Harold A Felix may 
enter Actors Equity-League of NY Theatres contract talks 
prior to the May 3l expiration of the current contract, The 
talks held three days weekly since mid-April continue to re- 
port no progress on pension demands, salary increase and 
sanitary requirements under discussion, Both sides made 
ready for a possible strike of Broadway productions; Off 
Broadway and summer theatre productions would not __ be 
effected, League of NY Theatres reported contracts’ for 
fall productions will not be signed until settlement made , 
and the producers and theatre owners have also readied a 
closing notice posted May 31 halting all theatre employment 
of backstage and business staff if an Equity strike is called. 
Wide difference of opinion on how much a pension plan for 
the actors would mean in the future price of tickets contin- 
ued, Producers claim an increase to actors, followed by the 
demands of all other theatre unions, would result in an in- 
crease of 25% in the price of tickets, Equity has released 
figures to show that a 25%increase would result in a healthy 
profit to producers, while granting only a small hike to the 
actors, Equity figures also point out that the top price of 
tickets has risen 127% for drama since 1941, 120% for musicals; 
with only a 13% and 20% increase for actors pay.

La Ronde is a slow motion production of a new adaptation 
of the Schnitzler1902 script which may have been shocking in old 
Vienna, but turns out only repetitive and boring in little Old New 
Yorker. The set designers are as much to blame as the director 
for the pace, for a full half hour of the evening is taken up in un- 
necessary long scene changes . Circle in Square's arena pro- 
duction of same play showed that only a couch or bed was needed 
for each of the 10 scenes . While the gimmick of the play is dull, 
it does provide an excellent showcase for a quartet of talented, 
attractive actresses--Carlotta Sherwood, Alexandra Berlin, Mindy

evenings of fine foreign theatre, right here in NYC, As much 
fun as the recent Italian comedy theatre was at the City Cen- 
ter a few months ago, the effect would have been tripled if 
the full flavour of the comedy could have been understood . 
Multiply this by the dozens of other possible foreign theatre 
companies that have visited NYC or would like to visit NYC 
and you can see an important milestone in US theatre his- 
tory has been made,
